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Report of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, v 
Finance. 

The Balance Sheet of the Board for 1884 shows a surplus of SeoTabio 
£5,077 3s. lDfd on the year, subject to liabilities estimated at XL 
about £350. 

In pursuance of the Buies approved by Your Excellency on 
31st March, 1884, the scale of Besults Fees in the three grades 
was increased by about 33 per cent., and the original proportion 
was restored between the maximmn number of £40 Prizes and of 
Exhibitions which can be awarded, and the number of students 
who pass, viz. : one for every ten such students, instead of one for 
every fifteen as in the years 1882 and 18S3.

Education. 

We are pleased to be able to state that the Results of the 
Examinations, and the Reports of the Examiners, point to a 
marked improvement in the answering in nearly all subjects, as 
compared with that in the three previous years. The number of 
students examined was about 658 less than in 1883, but, as above 
stated, of these 697 per cent, passed the Examination, as against 
607 per cent, in 1883. 

The Examiners in Greek and Latin and the Modem Languages 
draw attention to the very general inferiority of the candidates 
in Composition. With a view to stimulate the study and 
practice of this important branch of education, we have, with 
the approval of Your .Excellency, extended Buie 31 B, which 
empowers us to give Prizes for proficiency in English Com- 
position, so as to include Composition in Greek and Latin and 
the Modern Languages.

The Examiners in English, while reporting favourably on the 
answering generally, state that English Grammar appears to be 
taught too much as a matter of mere theory, and too little 
through its practical application to the construction and analysis 
of sentences, and that, in consequence, the answering in parsing 
is defective, particularly in the Junior Grade. 

The Examiners in Arithmetic, Junior and Middle Grades, 
report that the answering was fairly satisfactory, but inferior to 
that of the previous year. 

. In Euclid some improvement is reported in the answering, as 
compared with the previous year, particularly in the Middle 
Grade, in which Grade alone the dedueibles proposed were well 
answered. 

In Algebra the answering in each Grade was satisfactory. 

The answering in Mechanics was considered by the Examiners 
to be good, and in Trigonometry particularly satisfactory. 

In Natural Philosophy the results in the " Senior and Middle 
Grades were reported to have been fairly satisfactory, but in the 
J unior Grade, particularly among the girls, the answering showed 
a superficial acquaintance with the subject, and that the teaching 
of it had not been sufficiently illustrated by experiment. 

The Examiner in Chemistry reports a marked improvement, 
both in matter and style, in the J unicr Grade. 

In Freehand and Object Drawing the average of previous 
years was fully maintained. 

In Botany the Examiner reports that decided progress has 
been made in the Junior and Middle Grades. 

The answering in Music in the Middle and Senior Grades was 
satisfactory ; in the Junior Grade it was not so good, especially 
in the case of the boys. 

The Examiner in Domestic Economy states that in many cases 
the students appeared to have prepared the subject entirely from 
a text-book, while in other cases oral lessons only .seem to have 
been given. He points out that a combination of these methods 
is necessary to secure the best results.

10. Chemistry, ....

12. Theory of Music, 
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In order to present in the Middle or the Senior Grade, it shall not be 
necessary to have been examined in a previous year. 

7. Students intending to present themselves for examination shall, on 
or before the 31st March in each year, send to the Board notice of their 
intention, together with satisfactory evidence of ago. (See Buie 9, infra.) 
They shall also specify the subjects and sections of the programme in 
which they propose to present themselves, and the centre at which they 
wish to he examined. The subjects and sections specified must be so 
selected that the total marks assigned to them in the Programme shall 
not in the aggregate exceed 7,000. A student shall not be accredited 
■with marks in any subject not specified on his form of notice, without 
permission of the Board to be examined in such subject ; such per- 
mission to be applied for previous to the 1st of May. 

8. Stamped Forms of Notices for the several grades, price 2s. Gd. 
each, shall be on sale with the Stamp Distributors throughout Ireland, 
from the 1st of February to the 31st of March in each year. Forms of 
Notice should be sent in on or before the last day of February. Forms 
sent in after that date will he received up to the 31st day of March, 
but in the case of students of the prescribed ages, a late fee of 2s. Gd: 
must accompany the form of notice. Students shall also send to the Board 
a declaration signed by a parent, guardian, or teacher, stating under 
what teachers, and. in what part of Ireland they have pursued their 
studies during the year preceding the examination. A number shall he 
assigned to each student so giving notice of his intention to be examined, 
by which alone he shall be known in the subsequent examination. 
Before admitting any student to examination, the Board shall satisfy 
itself that during the year preceding the date of examination he has 
pursued a course of study in Ireland. 

9. The Board will accept as satisfactoiy evidence of age, (1) a certified 
extract from a public registry of births; (2) a baptismal certificate 
stating date of birth, or accompanied by a statement in writing of a 
parent or guardian giving the date of birth ; (3) in case neither (1) nor 
(2) can he obtained, a statutable declaration from a parent or guardian 
stating date of birth. 

1 0. Students over the ages prescribed by rule 6, but who shall on the 
1st day of June, in the year in which they present themselves, either 
attain or he under the ages of 17, 18, and 19, in the junior, middle, and 
senior grades respectively, shall be allowed to present themselves for exa- 
mination ; hut no account shall he taken of such students in the awarding 
of exhibitions, prizes, and results fees. Stamped forms of notice for such 
students, price ten shillings each, shall be on sale as above. (Buie 8.) 

11. No student shall obtain credit for the examination generally, nor 
shall his name be published in the Schedule of Besults, unless he pass 
in at least two of the following five subjects, viz., Greek, Latin, English, 
Mathematics, a Modem Language; or else in one of the foregoing five, 
together with any two other subjects in the Programme. 

12. In each subject or section, according to their answering, students 
may be awarded, (1) a pass ; (2) a pass with honors. To pass in any 
subject or section it will bo necessary and sufficient to obtain 25 per 
cent, of the gross total of marks assigned to the questions in that subject 
or section; to pass with honors, 50 per cent, of the gross total of marks 
assigned to the questions in that subject or section: alwayB provided 
that no student shall be awarded a pass or a pass with honors in Greek, 
Latin, French, German, Italian, or Celtic, who shall not have obtained at 
least 20 p&r cent, of the marks assigned to Grammar; and. that if, in any 
subject or subjects, the answers of a student exhibit gross ignorance in 

C 2 
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English orthography or in English grammar, he shall be disallowed the 
examination altogether. . 

13. In order to pass in the subject “ Mathematics, Junior Grade, it 
will be necessary for hoys to pass in Section Arithmetic together with 
either Section Euclid, or Section Algebra; for gii-ls it will be necessary 
and sufficient to pass in Section Arithmetic. 

In order to pass in the subject “ Mathematics,” Middle and Senior 
Grades, it will be necessary for hoys to pass in two sections. Girls may 
obtain a pass in Mathematics by passing in one section. 

■When the conditions of Rule 11 have been satisfied, marts gained in 
any section of Mathematics may he counted towards Exhibitions, Prizes, 
and Results Eees. 

14. Ho restrictions are placed on students, who are not affected 
by Rules 24, 26, presenting themselves more than once for examination 
in the same grade, if not disqualified by age. 

1 5 . All tb e examinations under this Act shall be conducted in wilting. 

16. Students shall conform to the Rules in Schedule A, and all other 
rules which the Board shall issue for their direction. 

. 17. The Board shall have power, in case of the occurrence of accidents 
or irregularities, to order a second examination at such centre or centres 
as they shall think fit, in the subject or subjects in regard of which such 
accidents or irregularities may have occurred ; and the marks obtained 
at such second examination shall, for all intents and purposes, be regarded 
as obtained at the first examination. 

18. In case a student, through any mistake, should not be awarded 
marks to which he is entitled on his answering, and should thereby fail 
to obtain any exhibition, prize, or medal to which his marks when 
amended shall entitle him, the Board shall have power to award such 
student an exhibition, prize, or medal, and to alter the Schedule of 
Results accordingly. 

Prizes and Exhibitions. 

19. Exhibitions not exceeding* £15 a year, tenable for three years, 
and payable in half-yearly instalments, shall be awarded to such students 
as the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the highest places at the 
examination in the junior grade, among those who shall have passed in 
accordance with Rule 27. 

20. Exhibitions not exceeding* £25 a year, tenable for two years, 
and payable in half-yearly instalments, shall be awarded to such students 
as the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the highest places at the 
examination in the middle grade, among those who shall have passed 
in accordance with Rule 27. 

21. Ho student shall hold two exhibitions at the same time. 

22. Prizes not exceeding* £40 shall be awarded to such students 
as the Board shall adjudge to have obtained- the highest places at the 
examination in the senior grade, among those who shall have passed 
in accordance with Rule 27. Ho student shall ha awarded such prize a 
second time. Ho student obtaining such prize shall retain any exhibi- 
tion previously obtained. 

23. Ho exhibition under the Aot shall be tenable by, and no prize 
except medals or minor prizes shall be awarded to any student holding a 
scholarship, exhibition, or free scholarship from any other endowment. 

24. Ho exhibition shall continue to be held by any student unless 

* Tho Beale of Prizes and Exhibitions is liable to be reduced, if in the opinion of the 
Board the amount of funds at their disposal shall require a reduction to be made. 
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in each year for which such Exhibition is tenable he shall present 
himself for examination in a grade superior to that in which he ob- 
tained or retained it in the previous year, and pass in three or more 
subjects to which at least 3,500 marks in the aggregate are assigned, 
and pass with honors in a subject, or subjects, representing in the aggre- 
gate not less than 1,200 of these marks. 

25. No student shall be allowed to present himself in a grade in 
whioh he has already obtained an exhibition or £40* prize. 

26. Should a student, through illness or other sufficient cause, fail to 
comply with the conditions of holding an exhibition, the Board may, at 
their discretion, permit such student to resume the exhibition on such 
terms as they may prescribe. 

27. The number of exhibitions to be awarded in the junior and middle 
grades, and of £40* prizes in the senior grade, shall not exceed one 
for every fifteen students in the aggregate who shall have passed in at 
least threo of the following subjects, viz. 

(a.) Greek, (A.) Mathematics (see Buie 13), 

(b.) Latin, (i.) Chemistry, 

(c.) English, (j.) Natural Philosophy, 

Id.) Trench, ( h .) Drawing, 

(e.) German, (2.) Music, 

( f. ) Italian, (TO.)DomestioEconomy(ffir&on?y)j 

(g.) Celtic, 

but of these three two must be from among the following: — Greek, 
Latin, English, Mathematics, a Modern Language. If the Board do 
not consider that sufficient merit has been shown, a smaller number of 
exhibitions may be awarded. If, on dividing the aggregate above re- 
ferred to by fifteen, there shall remain a number not less than eight, 
an additional exhibition shall be awarded. 

In the case of equality, a larger number of Exhibitions and £40 
Prizes may be awarded so as to include the students on equal marks. 

28. The Board may award gold or silver medals as follows : to each 
of the students whom the Board shall adjuge to have obtained first 
places in each grade, a large gold medal ; to each of the students whom 
the Board shall adjudge to be the best answerers in the several grades, 
in Classics (Greek and Latin taken together), in Mathematics, including 
Book-keeping, in English, and in Modern Languages, respectively, a 
small gold medal ; to each of the students whom the Board shall adjuge 
to be the best answerers in Greek, in Latin, in Trench, in German, in 
Italian, in Celtic, in Natural Philosophy, in Chemistry, in Drawing, in 
Music, in Domestic Economy, respectively, a silver medal. 

No student shall be awarded a medal twice for the same subject in 
the same grade. 

In the ca3e of equality a larger number of medals may be awarded so 
as to include the students on equal marks. 

29. The Board may award prizes in books to distinguished students 
who may have failed to obtain exhibitions. These prizes shall be of 
the following values in each grade : first class prize, £3 ; second class 
prize, £2 third class prize, £1. 

30. The exhibitions, £40* prizes, medals, and prizes enumerated in 
the foregoing section, shall be awarded to the students in each year, 
without reference to the order of merit in the examination list for any 
particular place of examination. 

* The scale of Prizes and Exhibitions is liable to he reduced, if in the opinion of the 
Board the amount of funds at their disposal shall require a reduction to he made, 
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31. The exhibitions, prizes, and prizes in books, shall be awarded 
according to the aggregate total of marks obtained by the students esti- 

’ mated, in the following manner: — first, the marks obtained in each 
subject or section in which the student has passed shall be diminished by 
25 per eenU of the maximum assigned to that subject or section ; the re- 
mainder shall then be added together and will constitute the aggregate 
total, 

Results Fees. 

32. Results fees, according to the following rates, shall be paid to the 
■managers of schools for students who, having attended their schools 

■ from the 1st of November of the year previous to that of examination, 
and having made at least one hundred attendances from that date to the 
last day of the month preceding the examination, may pass the examina- 
tion in accordance with Rule 11. Results fees will be paid at rates not 
exceeding* — Junior Grade, Is. 3d. per 100 marks assigned to subject 
or section ; Middle Grade, Is. 6 d. per 100 marks assigned to subjeot or 
section; Senior Grade, Is. 9 cl. per 100 marks assigned to subject or 
section ; provided that in the case of any one student there shall not 
in any one year be paid, in the aggregate, in the Junior Grade a results 
fee greater than £3 10s. ; in the Middle Grade a results fee greater 
than £i ; or in the Senior Grade a results fee greater than £5. 

33. Result Rees shall not bo paid in respect of the same subject a 
second time in the same grade. 

34. For the purposes of this rule, a school shall mean any educational 
institution (not being a school under the National Education Board) 
which affords classical or scientific education, or both, to pupils not 
exceeding eighteen years of age, of whom not less than ten shall have 
attended the school from the 1st of November, and shall have made one 
hundred attendances at the least in the period between that date and the 
last clay of the month preceding the examination in respect to which the 
results fees are claimed. 

30. Managers of schools claiming results fees shall send to the Board, 
when making their claim, a declaration in the form stated in the annexed 
Schedule li, and shall state in their claims the exact number of attend- 
ances made by each student. All claims for results fees must be sent in 
on or before December 1st, in the year in respect of which such claims 
are made. 

36. The decision of the Board on the title of any persons to, or upon 
the amount of, results fees, shah be final and conclusive. 

Girls. 

■ 87. The Act, and these rules, except where modifications are specially 
indicate 1, shall apply and relate to the education of girls ; the examina- 
tion of girls shall be held apart from that of boys, hut on the same days. 
There shall not be any competition between girls and boys for exhibitions, 
prizes, medals, or prizes in books. The numberof exhibitions to be awarded 
in each year to girls shall be determined in the same way as for boys. 

General. 

38, Non-compliance by the Board with any of these rules shall not 
render void any act of the Board ; and the Board may by order enlarge 
the time appointed by these rules for doing any act, and may make such 
order although the time appointed shall have expired.

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39. These rules shall take effect and come into operation on 1st 
January, 1884 ; and from and after that date all prior rules inconsistent 
with them are repealed.

TO TAKE EFFECT AND COME INTO OPERATION 1ST JANUARY, 1884. 



The Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in pursuance and 
by virtue of “ The Intermediate Education (Ireland! Act, 1878,” 
do hereby with the approval of His Excellency John Poyntz, Earl 
Spencer, Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland, 
for the purposes of the said Act, make the following additional Rules, 
to take effect and come into operation on 1st January, 1884 : — 

Rule 28a. — The Board may award in each year money prizes, not 
exceeding £4 in the senior grade, ,£3 in the middle grade, and £2 in 
the junior grade, to a number of students, not exceeding three in each 
grade of boys and of girls, respectively, who shall have obtained the 
highest marks in English Composition. 

No student shall be awarded any such prize who shall not have passed 
the examination in accordance with Rule 27. 

Rule 28b. — The Board may award in each year money prizes, each 
not exceeding £10, to a limited number of students in each grade, who, 
in the opinion of the Board, have exhibited great proficiency in. any one 
of the following branches of study : — 

I. — Classics (Greek and Latin taken together). 

II. — Mathematics. 

III. — English, together with one Modem Language. 

No such prizes shall be awardable to an exhibitioner or winner of a - 
senior grade £40 prize. 

No student shall be awarded more than one of such prizes in any oneyear. 

No student shall he awarded any such prize who shall not have passed 
the examination in accordance with Rule 27. 

No student shall be awarded any such prize a second time in the same 
grade.
